Under the new Scholarship Rules the 
Government have offered a number of Special 
Scholarships, besides some General ones, for 
t lie First Year I. A. and I.Sc. students of the 
Rajshahi College. These are of the value of 
Rs. 10 per month and are tenable only at the 
Rajshahi College where the scholarship- 
holders will also be given the benefit of free 
tuition. Particulars are given below: — 

(1) Two General Scholarships for students 
of all communities passing from schools 
of the Rujshahi and Malda districts. 

(2) Two _ Scholarships reserved for non- 
Muslim other than Scheduled Caste 
students who pass from schools of Raj¬ 
shahi (1) and Malda (1). 

(II) Five such Scholarships for Muslim 
students who pass from tho schools of 
the Rajshahi (2), Malda (1), Darjeel¬ 
ing (1) and Jalpniguri (1) districts. 


Quite a large number of stipends are also 
awarded by the Government to Muslim and 
Scheduled Caste students of the Rajshahi 
College. These stipends are sanctioned from 
year to year and are open to students of the 
First and Second Year I.A. and I.Sc. and 
Third Year B. A. and B.Sc. Classes. 

5. There are commodious and well-equip¬ 
ped, two-storied Government hostels both for 
Hindus nud Muhammadans. Hostel charges 
payable every mouth, totul Rs. 12-8 for 
Hindus and Rs. 11-8 for Muslims. Besides 
an excellent gymnasium, the College has 
arrangements for ^almost all popular games 
and physical^ exercises including rowing, 
water polo and swimming. 

G. The scale of monthly tuition fees is 
Rs. ti lor I.A. and B.A. (Pass and Honours), 
Hr. 7 lor I.Sc. ami Rs. 8 for B.Sc. students. 
'I’he Science Laboratories are well appointed 
and the College has its power and electric 
installation. 

7. Twenty-five per cent, of the vacancies 
in each class will be reserved for Muham¬ 
madan students, if necessary; but this reser¬ 
vation will not hold good if sulfi dent appli¬ 
cations are not received at least one week 
before the day on which the College re-opens. 

8. Applications lor admission should he 
made in the prescribed form immediately 
after the publication of the University 
results.

1. The Cdllege teaches up to the B.A. and 
B.Sc. standards of the Calcutta University. 
There is provision for Honours teaching in 
Mathematics for the B.Sc. students and in 
English, Sanskrit and Mathematics for the 
B JL students. The following combination of 
subjects is permitted: — ^ 

(t) I.A.—English, Bengali and any three 
of the following subjects:—History, 
Logic, Elements of Civics and Econo¬ 
mics, Mathematics, Sanskrit or 
Persian. 

N.B .—Candidates may also take up, if 
they so desire, one additional subject 
out of the last named group of five 
subjects, provided they have not 
already taken the subject. The addi¬ 
tional subject so taken shall be con¬ 
sidered as the optional- subject under 
rule 8A of the University Regulations 
for the l.A. Examination. 

(it) I .Sc.—English, Bengali, Mathematics, 
Physics and Chemistry.

2. Students who seek admission to the 
College must apply in the prescribed Admis¬ 
sion Form which can be had from the College 
office on personal application or by sending a 
stamped cover. A limited number of women 
students is also admitted to the College. 

3. Students who have passed the Univer¬ 
sity Examinations creditably can be admitted 
to the College. Students who come with 
transfer certificates from other colleges can 
only be admitted if their attendance and 

f trogress in studies at the college where they 
ast studied, are considered satisfactory. 
Plucked candidates are required to produce 
the “Admit Card” and the “Cross List”. 

4. Students who do not reside with parents 
or legal guardians must live in one of the 
College Hostels. Permission to live with local 
guardians can be granted only in exceptional 
cases.

In case of a deficit, the 
amount spent in excess is shared equally by the 
boarders. (6) in the Muhammadan Hostel the 
messing charge is Bs. 8 per month. In addi¬ 
tion the charges for electric consumption for 
lights are shared equally by the boarders, 
(c) The monthly seat rent is Ks. 2 in both the 
hostels, (d)' Two of the students belonging to 
the educationally backward classes (i.e.. 
Scheduled Castes) can be given rent-free seat* 
in the Hindu Hostel out of a grant received 
from the University of Calcutta, (e) Student* 
seeking admission to the hostels should apply 
to the Superintendents personally. The health 
of the boarders has all along been satisfactory. 

(it) Students pay on admission to the hostel 
Bs. 3 as admission fee and Bs. 6 as cautions 
money. The caution money is refunded only 
when the boarder finally leaves the hostel,, 
provided all dues have been paid. But this 
money shall be forfeited to the hostel fund in 
the case of expulsion from the hostel. Out of 
the income of certain trust funds a few 
stipends are awarded to poor but meritorious 
students residing in the College hostels. 

9. F«0S.— (a) Students pay on admission 
to the College an admission fee equal to the- 
tuition fee of the class for one month. 

(b) They also pay an annual consolidated 
subscription of Bs. 5 for the College Union, 
vis., Bs. 2 for the Athletic Club, Be. 1 for the 
College Magaxine, Be. 1 for the Common 
Boom and Be. 1 for other activities of the 
Union. This subscription is payable at the 
time of admission and subsequently in the 
month of July every year. 

(c) They further pay an annual fee of Be. I

(d) They also contribute a sum of rupee one 
per year towards the tStudents’ Aid Fund from 
which poor and needy students get help in 
meeting their tuition iees. This amount is also 
payable in the month of July every year. 

(«) Students whose names have not already 
been registered in the University, pay a regis¬ 
tration fee of Bs. 2 (and money order commis¬ 
sion of annas 2) as laid down in the University 
Begulations. 

10. (a) Monthly tuition fees are as follows:

An Act to amend the Parsi Marriage, and Divorce Act, 193d. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Parsi Marriage 
and Divoroe Act, 1936 ;

Divorce (Amendment) Act, 1940.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND BEA80NS. 

The object of this Bill is to bring about a desirable .change in the present constitu¬ 
tion of the Committees of tbe Jama MaBjid and Fatebpuri Masjid, by reducing the 
term of office of the members from . life to five years and increasing the number 
independent and representative Muslim members in tbe Committee so as to provide 
for popular and effective control over the Mosques and Endowments attached thereto, 
which have hitherto remained almost exclusively in the bands <jf jtersons who were 
never represented by any democratic principle, and further to en'Bure the proper 
collection of income, disbursement of expenditure, maintenance and publication of the 
-accounts and observance of discipline in the Mosques. 

These changes cannot be brought about except by express legislation.

' (I.. Students must obey the rules and dis¬ 
cipline of the College including those of the 
College Union. Absence From College 
Examinations without, leave is a breach of 
College discipline. No student can be promot¬ 
ed to a higher class or sent up for a University 
Examination unless he has appeared at 
College Examinations and has been regular 
in attendance. 
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7. Attendance at games or organised 
physical exercises under the guidance of the 
Physical Instructor is compulsory. 

8. Hostels. —(t) There are two hostels 
attached to the College—one for the Hindu 
students and another for the Muslim students.

In case of a deficit, the 
amount spent in excess is shared equally by t lie 
boarders, (b) In the Mdhammadan Hostel the 
messing oharge is Rs. 8 per month. In addi¬ 
tion the charges for electric consumption for

(o) The monthly seat rent is Rs. 2 in both the 
hostels. ( d) Two of the students belonging to 
the educationally backward classes (i.e., 
Scheduled Castes) can be given rent-free seats 
in the Hindu Hostel out of a grant received 
from the University of Calcutta, (e) Students 
seeking admission to tliG hostels should apply 
to the Superintendents personally. The health 
of the boarders has all along been satisfactory. 

(ts) Students pay on admission to the hostel 
Rs. 3 as admission fee and Rs. 6 as caution 
money. The caution money is refunded only 
when the boarder finally leaves the hostel, 
provided all dues have been paid. But this 
money shall be forfeited to the hostel fund in 
the case of expulsion from the hostel. Out of 
the income of certain trust funds a few 
stipends are awarded to poor hut meritorious 
students residing in the College hostels. 

9. Fens. —(a) Students pay on admission 
to the College an admission fee equal to the 
tuition fee of the class for one month. 

( b) They also pay an annual consolidated 
subscription of Rs. 5 for the College Union, 
viz., Rs. 2 for the Athletic Club, Re. 1 for the 
College Magazine, Re.

This subscription is payable at the 
time of admission and subsequently in the 
month of July every year. 

(e) They further pay an annual fee of Re. 1 
us examination charges. 

(rf) They also contribute a sum of rupee one 
per yeur towards the Students’ Aid Fund from 
which poor and needy students got help in 
meeting their tuition fees. This amount is also 
payable in the month of July every year. 

(e) Students whose namos have not already 
been registered in the University, pay u regis¬ 
tration fee of Rs. 2 (and money order commis¬ 
sion of annas 2) as laid down in the University 
Regulations. 

10. (a) Monthly tuition fees are as follows: 
—for students of the I.A. Classes Rs. (>; for 
students of the B.A. and I.Sc. Classes Rs. 7; 
and for students of the B.Sc. Classes Rb. 8. 

(b) All students are also required to make 
a library deposit of Rs. 5 each and the T.Sc. 
students a laboratory deposit of Rs. 10 each, 
and the B.Sc. students a laboratory, deposit of 
Rs. 15 each. The caution money is forfeited 
by Government if not withdrawn by the 
students within five years of the date of 
deposit, or if he becomes a defaulter as regards 
payment of tuition fees and his name is 
removed from the rolls. 


11. 8oholanhi|» and stipends* —Under the 
new scholarship rules a certain number of 
Junior Second Grade Scholarships of Rs. 10 
per month each has been made tenable only at 
the Krishnagar College. They are awarded by 
the Principal to the meritorious students of the 
first year I.A. and I.Sc. classes of the Krish¬ 
nagar .College who passed their Matriculation 
Examination from recognised schools in the 
district of Nadia.

Rules for the guidance of the private candidates for the Test Examina¬ 
tion for admission te the High School Examination of the Board 
1941. 


High School Examination. 


1. Every private candidate must produce a certificate from a 
Gazetted Officer or Head of a recognised institution under the Board 
to the effect: (a) that lie has not attended uny recognised school for 
at least one year previous to the examination, (h) that, his conduct 
and character have been good, (<;) that he has diligently and regularly 
proHocuted his studies after leaving school and (d) that he has been 
subject to proper discipline. 

2. A candidate who has previously attended any school and has 
not completed the jteriod ordinarily required to make himself eligible 
for appearing at the High School Examination, will not be admitted 
to the Test Examination. 

3. A student, who left school in December without appearing at the 
annual examination, will not ordinarily be allowed to appear at a Test 
Examination before the year in which lie would have been due for 
it had he continued his studies in school.

Under section 3 of the Bengal Alluvjon anil Diluvion Act, 1847 (IX of 1847), 
Government may after 10 years from the date of approval of a previous revenue 
survey direct a new survey of lands on the hanks of rivers and on the shores of the 
sea. Under section 5, the local Revenue-authorities are required to grant proportionate 
abatement on revenue of an estate paying revenue directly to Government as soon 
as it appears to them on inspection of the new map prepared under section 3 that 
land has been washed away from or lost to that estate. Section 6 provides for 
assessment to land revenue of land which is found by the Revenue-authorities to have 
been added to any estate paying revenue directly to Government. 

It has however been held by the Privy Council in the case, Secret ary of State 
rertuK the Midnapore Zemindary Cnmpuny, Limited, reported in 41 C.W.N. 1001,. 
that land, which had formed part of a revenue paying eiuate and which having been 
washed away reappeared above the water, cannot be treated ns added land within 
the meaning of section 6 of Act TX of 1847 and is not assessable to land reveuue as 
such, whether or not any uhatemcnt of land revenue had been granted under section !i 
tltid on account of the diluvion, unless express provision is made in the law to authorise 
assessment of such land. Tn view of this ruling of the Privy Council it is necessary 
to amend the law as indicated in the proposed Hill so as to enable the Revenue- 
authorities to assess to revenue alluvial reformations within un estate iu cases where 
abatement of land revenue had bceu allowed ut the time of diluvion.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The experience of the working of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, during the 
last 16 years has demonstrated that the political views of the party in jjower in the 
Corporation have very largely influenced the day to day administration • of the 
Corporation, with the result tnat the efficiency of the administration has been impaired: 
Frequent interference with the executive haB been a disquieting feature of the adminis¬ 
tration. Appointment to posts under the Corporation has often been made _ on 
personal or party considerations, and complaints of maladministration in the various 
departments of the Corporation,—which (ran be traced often to a deliberate evasion or 
infringement of the provisions of law,—have been persistently brought to the notice 
of Government. 

In the circumstances Government consider it desirable— 

(t) to remove the Chief Executive Officer from the sphere of influence of individual 
Councillors and Aldermen of the Corporation; 

(«’) to make definite provision that appointment to higher posts in the Corporation 
shall not be made except on the recommendation of a Service Commission; 
and, 

(tit) to assume larger powers of control in cases of default or abuse of powers liy 
the Corporation. 


The. Bill accordingly seeks to make definite provision in the Act for— 

(а) the sujiersession of a department of the Corporation; 

(б) the dissolution of the body of Councillors and Aldermen; 

in case the Corporation has shown its incoiupetency to perform or has persistently 
made default in the performance of the duties imposed on it by or under 
the Act or*liy any other law or has exceeded or abused its powers; 

(c) the appointment hv Government of a Government officer as Chief Executive 

Officer of the Corporation and the conferment of certain important powers 
on him; 

t 

(d) the setting up of n statutory Service Commission, on the lines of tjie Provin-. 

cial Public Service Commission, consisting of a Chairman and two 1 members , 
to be appointed by Government and providing that no appointment on a" 

S ay exceeding Rs. 50 per month shall he made except on the recommen- 
atiou of such Commission, and 

(e) the transference of the power of making contracts on Itehalf of the Corporation 
from the Mayor or Deputy Mayor to the Chief Executive Officer, and 
authorizing the latter to sanction estimates and incur expenditure up to 
Rs. 10,000. 


The Bill also seeks to provide for other safeguards against an abuse of power by 
the Corporation which are explained in the Notes on Clanses. 

It is further proposed to lower the franchise in certain respects so as to allow 
the poorer section of the community to vote in Corporation elections and also to 
enfranchise the occupiers of huts in a bus tee. 

Opportunity has also been taken to provide for an amendment of the Act for the 
purpose of removing certain working difficulties and lacuna! in the Act, including 
some defects which have been brought to the notice of Government by the Corporation 
from time to time.

IMlUlM 4.—This amendment seeks to make it clear tliut the Executive Officer shall 
not delegate the power to sanction estimates up to and including ten thousand rupees, 
which it is proposed to coufer upon him by the new section (i(»A to he inserted by- 
clause 26. J 


CIlUM 5r—Section 19 at present, empowers the Provincial Government to annul 
a proceeding of the Corporation which is not in conformity with law, the rules or the 
by-laws. This amendment extends the power of annulment to any such proceeding 
oi any Committee or Sub-Coin mi t tee of tue Corporation, anil provides further for the 
suspension of certain resolutions of the Corporation or of any Committee or sub¬ 
committee thereof. A similar suspensive power is to he found in section 548 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1932. 

Cl aus e 8»— This clause proposes the insertion of two new' sections; 19A to provide 
for the supersession of a department of the Corporation by a person appointed by the 
Provincial Government to perform the functions of the Corporation or any Committee 
thereof or the Executive Officer in respect of such department; and 191} to provide for 
the dissolution and reconstitution of the Corporation itself.

Clause 7.—The effect of these amendments of section 20 is to extend the 
franchise by lowering the consolidated rate qualification from twelve rupees to six 
rupees per annum , the occupancy rent qualification from twenty-five uipees to twelve 
rupees per mensem and the consolidated rate qualification in respect of a hvstee. from 
twelve rupees to six rupees per annum. The franchise is also extended for the first 
time to persons with an occupancy rent qualification in respeN of a hustec at a rate 
of not less than five rupees per mensem.

—The existing provisions of sections 36-39 do not differentiate with 
sufficient claritv the powers of the Provincial Government ns regards appointment of 
Councillors and extension of the term of office of oppointed and elected Councillors 
and Aldermen, and the normal term of office of such Councillors and Aldermen. 
These sections have therefore been redrafted, and the opportunity bus been taken to 
insert special provisions relating to the dissolution of the Corporation. The amend¬ 
ment proposed in section 38 corrects an error in thnt section. A11 Ahlcrmau is elected, 
and not appointed. 

ClaUM 13. —This amendment disqualifies from further membership of the 
Corporation a Councillor or Alderman who is declared to he in arrears for more than 
one year in the payment of any rate or tax payable by him under the Act. 

—The amendment proposed in section 45 is consequential unon the 
insertion of the proposed section 19B. Three months’ notice of a general election is 
normally required, but in tbe case of a general election held after a dissolution of the 
Corporation, it iB proposed that the period of notice should ho reduced to one month.

Government certain defects and inconsistencies in the provisions of sections 46 and 47, 
it is proposed to amend these sections on the lines suggested by the High Court.

—It is proposed to insert, a new section KfiA, empowering the Executive 
Officer to sanction estimates not exceeding Hs. 10,000, and requiring the approval of 
the Provincial Government to the sanctioning by the Corporation of any estimate 
exceeding Bs. 21 lakhs. The proposals are based upon the provisions of the Madras 
City Municipal Act, 1919. 

Claim 28. —Section*67 is living amended so as to provide that all contracts shall 
he made hy the Executive Officer, and not hy the Mayor or Deputy Mayor as at present, 
that certain contracts shall require the previous sanction of the Corporation and certuin 
others the previous sanction of both the Corporation and the Provincial Government. 

Claims 27 and 28. —These amendments of sections 68 and 69 are consequential 
upon the amendment of section 67. 

Claim 29. —This umeudiuent of section 73 will enable the Corporation to delegate 
to its Primary Education Standing Committee full powers, not merely in respect of 
primary, hut also in respect of technical and industrial education. 

Claim 30. —The amendment proposed in section 79 is of a drafting chaiacter only. 

Clause 31 makes in section 85 an amendment which is consequential upon the 
proposed insertion of new section 19A and upon the amendments proposed in sections 
52 and 447. . The effect will he that sums payable under the orders of the Provincial 
Government in connection with the supersession of a department of the Corporation, 
with the taking of action in an emergency and with the remuneration of ana cost of 
action taken hy a Special Health Officer may lie paid from the Municipal Fund without 
budget allotment. 

Clause 32. —Section 91, as it stands at present, dues not permit the Corporation 
to provide for the education of children lielow the age of six, or for the primary 
education of girls above the age of ten, years. Many girls in the upper classes of*- 
primary schools exceed this age-limit, and provision is required for pre-primary stages 
of education. The amendment remedies these defects. 

Claim 33. —Amendments are proposed in section 97 with the object of empowering 
the Corporation to raise a loan for the purpose of acquiring and maintaining" any 
tramway, and of ensuring that any such loan shall lie secured upon, not merely the 
income derivable from such tramway, but also the consolidated rate and all other 
taxes, fees and dues authorised under the Act. 

Claim 34. —Section 121A was inserted in the Act by Ben. Act XI of 1933, and 
provides a penalty for neglect or refusal to comply with a, summons or requisition 
issued hy an auditor. The section does not, however, provide any penalty for offence 
continuing after conviction, and the proposed amendment remedies this defect. 

Clausa 88. —Section 123B, which was inserted in the Act by Ben. Act XI of 1933, 
empowers the auditors to charge against any person accounting the amount of any 
deficiency or loss incurred by the negligence or misconduct of that person. The 
Accountant-General, Bengal, having brought to the notice of the Provincial Govera- 
ment a case in which lose to the Corporation resulted from the negligenoa a t oss of i4s 
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officers who was not the person accounting, i.e., the person bringing in the account 
^for audit, it is proposed to enlarge the scope of the section by omitting the word 
». •£ action more closely parallel to the provisions of 

section 228 of the English Local Government Act, 1933 . 


OltUM 88. This amendment provides that, at the time of the revision of the 
valuation of lands and bu ild ings for assessment, a notice stating the revised assessment 
shall be given to every owner and occupier, and not merely to owners and occupiers 
whose assessment are increased. At present an owner or occupier who for any reason 
has failed to secure the reduction of an inequitable assessment, mav enjoy no 
opportunity of securing redress at the time of the next revision, because he will 
not receive a notice unless his assessment is increased. 


OlMIIW 87 and 38. —These amendments are intended to make it clear that the provi¬ 
sions of sections 139 and 142 apply to revisional, and not merely to original, valuation 
for assessment. ‘ 


Claim 88. —The object of this amendment of section 206 is to provide that the 
occupier's share of arrear rates shall not be a charge upon the property occupied, and 
that, in the case of a purchase, the owner’s share of arrear rates in respect of a period 
of one year only prior to the date of purchase Bhall lie a charge u}>on the property of 
the purchaser. The amendment is necessitated by the desirability of equating the 
liability in rein provided for in section 205 W'ith the liability in person"m provided for 
•n section 200. 


Claim 40. —In the absence of a specific provision fixing u time-limit for the accumu¬ 
lation of arrear rates, the provisions of the Indian Limitation Act, 1908, at present 
apply and arrear rates accumulate for 12 years and then become irrecoverable. The 
proposed new section 205A is intended to ensure prompt realisation of arrear rates. 

Claims 41 and 42. —These amendments of sections 300 and 307 are intended to 
protect the interests of the public of Calcutta by ensuring that no public square or 
garden shall l>e permanently closed, leased or sold by the Corjwration unless two-thirds 
. of the Councillors and Aldermen present have voted in favour of such u proposal. 

Claim 43 inserts a new section 3:14A to provide for notice of relaxations of 
building rules to be given to owners of properties adjoining those in respect of which 
relaxations are proposed, and for the representations of such owners to be considered 
by the Corporation. 

Claim 44. —This clause proposes the insertion of a new section 365A, which is 
intended to place further obstacles in the way of irregular construction or alteration of 
buildings, by permitting anv rate-payer or tax-payer under tlie Act to ohject thereto 
by filing an application before a Magistrate, and by empowering the Magistrate to 
order demolition or alteration if he finds that a contravention of the building rules 
has taken place. The cost of carrying out the Magistrate’s order will be borne hy the 
persons resjamsible for such contravention, and a new section 30oB is also inserted 
to ensure in this connection that the Corporation submits to the Provincial Government 
a quarterly statement of all building rules relaxed. 

Claim 45. —Section 378 is being amended in conjunction w r ith section 97, so as to 
empower the Corporation acquire and maintain a tramway in Calcutta or, by agreement 
with the local authority concerned, in any other place. 

Claim 46 extends the provisions of section 447 by empowering the Executive 
Officer to take action, with the approval of the Provincial Government, for dealing 
with emergent cases of epidemics, and by authorizing the Provincial Government, to 
appoint a Special Health Officer if it considers that the Corporation or the Executive 
Officer have failed to take necessary action in this connection. 

Claim 47 restricts the pow'er of the Corporation to sell, lense or otherwise 
transfer lands and buildings vested in them. Such sales, leuse or transfers shall not 
be made at rateB below the prevailing local rates for such trausactions. 

Claim 48. —It is proposed to amend section 488, so as to provide an enhanced 
_ penalty for the offence of keeping open any place of public amusement without, or 
contrary to the terms of, a license. In view of the special provisions of section 121 A, 
as amended by clause 34, it is proposed to delete from section 488 the provisions 
relating to section 121, which are no longer required. 

Olaim 48. _Section 664 is being amended so as to render a “public servant’’ a 

person appointed to discharge the duties of a superseded department of the Corporation 
and a Special Health Officer appointed under section 447 as amended by clause 4b. 

Ohiim SO. _This amendment of section 656 is consequential upon the amendment 

proposed in clause 26, whereby the Executive Officer and not the Mayor shall make 
• all contracts on behalf of the Corporation.

1. Animals shall be slaughtered as 
humanely as possible. 

2. No dogs shall be permitted within the 
slaughter-house. 

3. Hours of work. —The hours of work 
fixed by the Commissioners shall be conspicu¬ 
ously printed on a board with the name of 
the lessee and displayed in a conspicuous 
place in the slaughter-house. 

4. The slaughter-house shall be suffi¬ 
ciently lighted to allow for work after dusk. 

5. Trees shall not bo permitted to over¬ 
hang the premises. The slaughter-house may 
be enclosed by wire-netting to prevent the. 
entrance of birds. 

6. No portion of the slaughter-house shall 
be used for living or sleeping unlesH it is 
separated from the place where animals are 
slaughtered by a substantial wall and con¬ 
tains a window or windows opening directly 
to th? air and of dimensions not less than 
one-tenth of the superficial area of floor 
space. 

7. No person suffering from uny con¬ 
tagious or infectious disease sliull be employ¬ 
ed or allowed to enter the slaughter-house. 

H. Bones, offal, gut, hoofs, horns and 
other refuse sliall be kept in properly cons¬ 
tructed, covered and removable vessels made 
of non-absorbent material until arrangements 
can*be made to remove them. 

9. At the close of every working day 
every floor or pavement shall be thoroughly 
washed and all fragments of gut, blood or 
other matters detached in the process of dis¬ 
embowelling and skinning shall be collected 


and placed in suitable vessels or receptacles 
to be forthwith removed with their oovers 
from the slaughter-house for disposal in a 
manner approved by the Commissioners, 
hach such vessel shall be constructed of non¬ 
absorbent material and shall have a closely 
fitting cover and shall contain a sufficient 
quantity of deodorant or disinfectant. 

10. At the close of every working day 
every bench, table, tub, vessel, utensil or 
implement, which has been in use during the 
day, shall b« thoroughly cleansed with water 
containing a deodorunt or disinfectant. 

11. At, the close of every working day all 
filth, blood ot refuse which may have been 
splashed upon any inside portion of the 
slaughter-house shall be removed by scraping 
or other effectual means. 

12. Every vessel or receptacle when not 
in use shall be kept thoroughly deun. 

13. Within the first ten days of March, 
June, September and December the interior 
of the slaughter-house nliove the floor or 
pavement shall be thoroughly washed with 
hot lime-wash if such pluce bus lieen in use 
as a slaughter-house since the last occasion 
on which it was so washed : 

Provided that if any part thereof is cover¬ 
ed with impervious material, it shall be. 
sufficient to cleanse the same thoroughly with 
water. 

14. The interior of the slaughter-house 
shall not be ullowed, by reason of want of 
repair to the surface thereof, to facilitate the 
absorption of an.v liquid filth or refuse or 
other noxious or injurious matter. 

15. Inspection of meat.- —The licensee 
shall permit the meat to lie inspected after 
slaughter by a competent person appointed 
by the Commissioners in this behulf to find 
out e.yste rercys cellulose, tubercular infec¬ 
tion or any other infective or unwholesome, 
condition of the carcass. Carcasses showing 
signs of tuherculur infection or egeysted tape 
worms (eystc eercus cellulose) shall lie 
destroyed.

So long as the Commissioners deem it practicable and consistent 
with the maintenance of an efficient water-supply, they may grant to 
any owner or occupier of a holding paying a water rate imposed under 
the provisions of Chapter Fill of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, on 
the annual value of such holding, when such annual value is not less 
than Rs. 100 a connecting-pipe from the service-pipes of the Commis¬ 
sioners for the purpose of leading water to such holding for domestic 
purposes only. 


1. The owner or occupier of any holding requiring water to be 
laid on to such holding for domestic, purposes must apply for the same 
on the printed form A to be supplied free of cost, at the municipal 
office. The conditions subject to which a house-connection will be 
given are set out in the form, and the owner or occupier shall sign 
the statement undertaking to observe the rules before a house-connec¬ 
tion will he given. 


2. A fee of Rs. 75 shall be paid to the Commissioners by such 
owner or occupier for each connection to a municipal main supply- 
pipe before any work is commenced, such fee to be in addition to all 
other costs and charges imposed under these rules. 


3. Each holding must have a separate connection to the municipal 
main supply-pipe. On application a holding consisting of two or more 
houses (excluding out-houHe) in one compound, muy at the discretion 
of the Commissioners, he split into parts and each part connected 
separately to the municipal supply-pipe, provided the sum total of 
the daily supply iu all such parts shall not exceed the quantity of 
water admissible to the holding under rule 10. All such connections 
shall, for the purpose of rule 2, he treated as separate connections. 
Extension from the communication-pipe of one holding to another 
holding shall not he permitted and combination of holdings for the 
purpose of these rules shall not he allowed. 
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4. The connection shall consist oi two portions_ 

(«) the Berviec-pipte from the street main to the boundary of the 
holding, including ferrule, h top-cock and check-pipes;

(b) the storage tank (or tanks) with service-pipe connecting to it 
from the boundary of the holding, also outlet-pipes, taps 
and other accessories as required. 


. 5. The items referred to in clause (a) of rule 4 shall he provided 

and fixed by and at the expense of the Commissioners, and such pipes 
and fittings shall remain as their property. 

6. The items referred to in clause (6) of rule 4 shall he provided 
and fixed at the expense of the owner or occupier and shall he main¬ 
tained l>y him in good working order. The tank is to be suitably 
covered and protected and is to be provided with locked lid, ball-valve, 
stop-valve and overflow pipe. The inlet and outlet pipes shall be so 
laid that they will be protected from the heat of the sun. 

7. The owner or occupier shall not permit the service-pipe, 

including the items referred to in clauses («) and (h) of rule 4 or any 
part thereof, to be altered, removed or interfered with by any person 
other than au authorised representative of the Commissioners, who 
shall be empowered by the Commissioners to alter or adjust the service- 
pipe ns may from time to time be necessary for the maintenance of the 
requisite flow of water. No tapping or branching off of the service- 
pipe shall be allowed except at a level approximately the same as that 
of the ball-valve. • 

8. The tank referred to in clause (h) of rule 4 shall* be durable and 
watertight and the cover, overflow-pipe, and other accessories shull be 
so constructed that mosquitoes cannot enter the tank. The ball-valve 
and the other fittings shall be exact duplicates of standard samples kept 
in the office of the Commissioners and approved by them at a meeting. 
The storuge tunk or tanks shall be cleaned and sterilized quarterly 
by the staff of the Commissioners under the supervision of one of their 
officers and the said officer shull have the power of looking up the 
tank or tanks if he thinks so desirable. 

9. Every storage tank shull be fitted 'with an overflow pipe, the 
end of which shall project over the wall of the house and shall be 
placed in a conspicuous position.

previously published, and having been approv¬ 
ed and confirmed by the Central Government, 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 
of the said Act, namely; — 

Bye-law* for the registration and. Control of 
dogs and the prevention of rabies. 

1. In these by e-laws unless there is any¬ 
thing repugnant in the subject or context, 
“Veterinary Officer" means any Veterinary 
Officer in Military or Cantonment Board 
employ on duty in the Cantonment, of or 
above the rank of a Veterinary Assistant in 
Government service. 

2. Every person owning or keeping a dog 
or dogs or otherwise in charge thereof within 
Cantonment limits shall, within fifteen days 
after bringing the dog or dogs within such 
limits as the case may be, cause such dog or 
dogs to be registered at: — 

(a) in the case of dogs kept in the lines of 
a Military Unit by the Officer Com¬ 
manding the Unit ; 

(h) in the case of all other dogs at the 

Office of the Cantonment Board; 

Provided that no registration shall be neces¬ 
sary : — 

(t) if the owner of the dog or dogs is a 
member of the Regimental F.ennel 
Club; * 

(ii) if the dog or dogs is or are kept 
within Cantonment limits tem¬ 
porarily for a period not exceeding 
one month; and

than two months of age. 

Note.— An application for the registration

of the dog or dogs owned or kept by him. 
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3. Such registration shall hold good tip to 
the 31st March next following. On or before 
the »lst April following, eveiy owner ot 
keeper of a dog or dogs already registered 
shall apply for the renewal of the registra¬ 
tion of his dog or dogs to the authorities 
mentioned in clause (a) or (6) of bye-law 2, as 
the case may be. 

4. A list of’ all dogs registered by an 
Officer Commanding a Unit snail be forward¬ 
ed by him to the Cantonment Board, by the 
15th of April in each year, and in case of 
Unite arriving at the Station after 15th April, 
within a month after the date of their arrival. 
Such subsequent additions or alterations as 
may be found necessarv in the list shall like¬ 
wise be communicated by the Officer Com¬ 
manding to the said Board, quarterly on the 
1st January, 1st July and 1st October in 
each year. 

5. Every registered dog shall wear a 
collaf to which shall be attached a metal 
token bearing the number in the register. 
The tokens shall be of such pattern as may 
be determined by the Board from time to time 
and shall be of a size easily distinguishable 
aud shall bear consecutive numbers. 

6. Each metal token shall be supplied by 
the Cantonment Board or the Officer Com¬ 
manding the Unit on payment of annas bight 
to soldiers and rupee one to civilians, in the 
event of the Iosb of a metal token a new token 
shall be supplied on payment of a like 
amount. 

7. No dog shall be registered, nor shall a 
metul token be issued in respect of any dog, 
unless the fee laid down in bye-law G has been 
paid. 

8. Any dog which is not registered or 
which is not wearing a collar ana the pres¬ 
cribed metal token shall, if found in any 
public place, be detained at the Central Cattle 
Pound, at the Cantonment Office or at any 
other place set apart for the purpose. 

9. A fee of four annas shall be charged 
for every day or part of a day in respect of 
every dog detained under the provisions of 
bye-law 8. Such fee shall be payable in 
addition to the feeding charges of the dog, 
the scale of which from time to time be fixed 
by the Cantonment Board. 

10. Any dog so detained at the Central 
Cattle Pound shall after one week from the 
(lute of detention, be liable to be destroyed 
or otherwise disposed of under the orders of 
the Executive Officer unless the same is 
claimed and detention fee and feeding charges 
paid in respect thereof within that period. 

11. (1) Every dog confined under the pro¬ 
visions of sub-section (5) of section 119 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), shall be 
kept under observation for ten days or such 
longer period as may be considered necessary 
by the Executive Officer after consultation 
with the Health Officer, Assistant Health 
Officer or a Veterinary Officer. 

(2) If at the end of this period the Health 
Officer, the Assistant Health Officer or a Vete¬ 
rinary Officer, certifies that the dog is not 
suffering from rabies, it shall be returned to 
the lawful owner or person in charge of it 


on payment of detention fee and feeding 
charges which shall be the same as those 
rescribed in bye-law 9. If, on the other 
and, the Health Officer, Assistant Health 
Officer or Veterinary Officer certifies that the 
dog shows symptoms of rabies, it shall be 
destroyed forthwith. 


Treatment of per ton bitten. 

12. Any person bitten by a dog or other 
animal which is, or is suspected to be, suffer¬ 
ing from rabies may, with the consent and if 
certified by the Health Officer as necessary, 
be sent for treatment to the nearest hospital 
at which anti-rabic treatment is available. 


Person» bitten to give immediate information. 

13. Whoever has been bitten by a dog or 
other animal which iH, or is suspected to be, 
suffering from rabies shall give or cause to 
give immediate information of the incident 
to the Executive Officer. 


Step* to be taken to trace the dog which hat 
bitten any person. 

14. (1) On receipt of the above informa¬ 
tion the Executive Officer shall forthwith 
take Rteps in his power to trace the dog with 
a view to either having it confined, or des¬ 
troyed, and if it, has been destroyed he will 
make arrangements where necessary, for the 
extraction of the brain and examination 
thereof at the 'nearest Provincial Laboratory 
(Calcutta). 

(2) In the extraction of the bra'in, the pro¬ 
cedure laid down in the Pamphlet “Rabies 
uiul Anti-Rabic Treatment" shall be fol¬ 
lowed. 

15 . Penalty. 

Whoever: — 

(») fails to register his dog under bye¬ 
law 2 or, 

(»/) fails to renew the registration- under 
bye-law 3, or 

(lit) fails to see that the dog is not wear¬ 
ing a collar and a metal token as 
required under bye-law 5, or 

(iv) fails to give information as required 
under bye-law 13, or gives informa¬ 
tion which he knows, or has reason 
to believe to be false, 

shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to two hundred rupees.

1. The College teaches up to the B.A. anil 
B.Sc. standards of the Calcutta University. 
There in provision for Honours teaching in 
Mathematics for the B.Sc. students and in 
English, Sanskrit and Mathematics for the 
B.A. Btudents. The following combination of 
subjects is permitted: — 

(*) l.A.—English, Bengali and any three 
of the following subjects:—History, 
Logic, Elements of Civics and Econo¬ 
mics, Mathematics, Sanskrit or 
Persian.

2. Students wBo seek admission to the 
College must apply in the prescribed Admis¬ 
sion Form which 4:an be had from the College 
office on personal application or by sending a 
stamped cover. A limited number of women 
students is also admitted to the College. 

if. Students who have passed the Univer¬ 
sity Examinations creditably can be admitted 
to the College. Students who come with 
transfer certificates from other colleges can 
only he admitted if their attendance and 
progress in studies at the college where they 
last studied, are considered satisfactory. 
Plucked candidates are required to produce 
the “Admit Card” and the “Cross List”. 

4. Students who do not reside with parents 
or legal guardians must live in one of the 
College Hostels. Permission to live with local 
guardians can be granted only in exceptional 
cases. 

5. Arrangements have been made to divide 
the students into groups and place them under 
the effective and intimate guardianship of 
their teachers. Any change of address must 
immediately be notified to the College office. 

6. Students must obey the rules and dis¬ 
cipline of the College including those of the 
College Union. Absence from College 
Examinations without leave is a breach of 
College discipline. No student can be promot¬ 
ed to a higher class or sent up for a University 
Examination Uknless he has appealed at 
College Examinations and has Wen reg ular 
in attendance. 
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7. Attendance at games or orgtrtinrfd 
l>hysical exercises under the guidance e| the 
Physical Instructor is compulsory. 

8. Hostels.— (i) There are two hoBtels 
attached to the College—one for the Hindu 
students and another for the Muslim students. 

(a) The messing charge in the Hindu Hostel is 
Rs. 11 per month (including the establishment 
and light charges). In case of a deficit, the 
amount spent in excess is shared equally by the 
boarders, (b) In the Muhammadan Hostel the 
messing charge is Rb. 8 per month. In addi¬ 
tion the charges for electric consumption for 
lights are shared equally by the boarders, 
(c) The monthly seat rent is Rs. 2 in both the 
hostels, (d) Two of the students belonging to 
the educationally backward olasses (i.e.. 
Scheduled Castes) can be given rent-free seats 
in the Hindu Hostel out of a grant received 
from the University of Calcutta, (e) Students 
seeking admission to the hostels should apply 
to the Superintendents personally. The health 
of the hoarders haB all along been satisfactory. 

(w) Students pay on admission to the hostel 
Rs. 8 as admission fee and Rs. 6 as caution 
money. The caution money is refunded only 
when the boarder finally leaves the hostel, 
provided all dues have been paid. But this 
money shall be forfeited to the hoRtel fund in 
the case of expulsion from the hostel. Out of 
the income of certain trust funds a few 
stipends are awarded to poor hut meritorious 
students residing in the College hostels. 

9. Fees.— (a) Students pay on admission 
to the College an admission fee equal to I he 
tuition fee of the class for one month. 

(b) They also pay an annual consolidated 
subscription of Rh. & for the College Union, 
viz., Rs. 2 for the Athletic Club, Re. 1 for the 
College Magazine, Re. 1 for the Common 
Room and Re. 1 for other activities of the 
Union. This subscription is payable at the 
time of admission and subsequently in the 
month of July every year. 

(c) They further pay an annual fee of Re. 1 
as examination charges. 

( d) They also contribute a sum of rupee one 
per year towards the Students’ Aid Fund from 
which poor and needy students get help in 
meeting their tuition fees. This amount is also 
payable in the month of July every year. 

( 0 ) Students whose names have not already 
been registered in the University, pay a regis¬ 
tration fee of Rs. 2 (and money order commis¬ 
sion of annas 2) as laid down in the University 
Regulations. 

10. (a) Monthly tuition fees are as follows: 
—for students of the I.A. Classes Rs. 6; for 
students of the B.A. and I.Sc. Classes Rs. 7; 
and for students of the B.Sc. Classes Rs. 8. 

(b) All students are also required to make 
a library deposit of Rs. 5 each and the I.Sc. 
students a laboratory deposit of Rs. 10 each, 
and the B.Sc. Btudents a laboratory deposit of 
Rs. 10 each. The caution money is forfeited 
by Government if not withdrawn by the 
students within five years of the date of 
deposit, or if he becomes a defaulter as regards 
payment of tuition fees and’^his name is 
removed from the rolls. 


11. Soltelantifpi and stipends.— Under the 
uew scholarship rules a certain number of 
Junior Second Grade Scholarships of« Rs. 10 
per month eaoh has been made tenable only at 
the Krishnagar College. They are awarded by 
the Principal to the meritorious students of the 
first year l.A. and I.Sc. classes of the Krish- 
uagar College who passed their Matriculation 
Examination from recognised schools in the 
district bf Nadia. Particulars are given

In addition temporary men wore engaged as required. 

Her Excellency the most Hon'hie the Marchioness of Linlithgow 
kindly visited the Gardens on the 2()th December 1938 and evinced great 
interest in a number of the exhibits. 

As usual various births took place amongst mammals, the most 
important being one female Giraffe in May 1938 but which died in 
February 1939. This was the first record in the Gardens of this event. 

Among notable acquisitions to the collection arc to be mentioned 
a pair of Elands from South Africa, a i»ir of Orang-outangs from 
Sarawak and a pair of Annas from the (’oleIres. Birds include Lesser 
and Red Birds of Paradise from New Guinea and a pair ot Satin Bower 
Birds from Australia, the rarest and most noteworthy addition being 
u Cock of the Rock from’Brazil which was purchased from Mr. Menus. 

The breeding of pheasants and other birds was not us satisfactory 
as during the previous year though on the whole we have no cause for 
complaint. 

It is interesting to record the increase of wild birds in the Gardens 
amongst which may bo mentioned some four hundred Lesser Whistling 
Teals. These stayed with us throughout the cold weather. 

Cardans. —Certain improvements in landscajie gardening have been 
carried out by the planting of shrubberies and trees. Annuals did well 
and were maintained at tlieir usual standard. 

The Garden was awarded a first prize of a silver cup for u group of 
annuals of thirty pots and several other prizes at the last Agri-Horti¬ 
culture Society's Flower Show held in February 1939. 
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ImproVMMntr— The following New works were undertaken during 
the year under report :•«— 

(11 (Hter.Pit. —A new Otter-pit was constructed to the north of the 
Reptile House. This provides a large pool bounded on one side of a 
sandy beach and the entire structure is surrounded by a concave wall. 

(21 Crane Enclosure.- The old wooden sheds which were in a state 
of collapse were dismantled and a now shed of concrete, with openings 
into the various enclosures erected instead. In addition a dwarf wall 
of cement pilaster has been added to the base of the existing wire-netting 
enclosure. 


(3) Hoolock Inland .—As the retaining wall round the Undock 
Island was falling in owing to it being too perpendicular, a sloping 
brick bank was erected and covered with cement plaster. Steps were 
made at intervals to allow passage to the surrounding moat. * 

(4) Bolaram House .—As no repairs had been carried out since it 
was built and it wan consequently overrun by vermin it was decided to 
demolish the old building and construct a new House on the same site 
consisting of ten rooms after the design of the existing Pheasant House. 
The roof floor and pillars, however, were made of re-iuforced concrete 
and against tho invasion of rats und the runs covered with £ inch mesh 
Galvanised link wire netting. 

(6) Lean-to-shed .—This building also was very old and unsuitable 
in every way. The whole structure was demolished and a new building 
of re-inforced concrete replaces it. There arc two large flight caffes 
with shelters and also four other large compartments all covered with 
4 inch mesh link wire netting. , 

(6) Hyaena House .—This building, which for years was an eyesore 
was demolished and n modern re-inlorced concrete building put up. 
The House now has two rooms on each side with an open enclosure in 
the centre. 


(7) Refreshment Pavilion .—A new Ladies' Cloak Hoorn was built 
in the north side of the Refreshment Pavilion. 


(8) A member of corrugated zinc sheds have been erected in the 
Antelope and Deer Paddocks, enabling the animals to take shelter in 
inclement weather. 


(9) A survey of the roads was made and scheme drawn up to repair 
all paths and complete the circular road with a bitumen surface. 

It was suggested*that all the roads should he narrowed to a maximum 
of 10 feet as being sufficient to carry lorries, cars and carriages, etc. 
and 0 feet in case of paths round the cages for the use of pedestrians 
only. 

The main portion of this scheme was completed and roads were put 
in thorough repair by picking up surface of the existing roadways, 
> relaying with khoa (new and old) edging with brick and finishing with 
a top surface dressed with soorkey and lime. Tho general result is a 
neater appearance and a surface free from slipperiness during the rains. 

A small portion, north-west of Sarnomoyi House and southern 
approach of the Schwendler House, was treated with brick-on-edge 
pavement and ruled cement pointing. 
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Two others near the Hoollock Island and south-east o( Duttftoo 
Howie up to the Peacock enclosure were covered with "Colas’ OH • 
layer of 3 inches thick stoue metal grouting and finished with seal- 
coated stone chips. 

FHlWIOial position. —The financial position of the Garden is satis¬ 
factory as expenditure is balanced by income. The receipt from 
visitors was Its. 66,009-8 against Its. 68,664-9, which showB a satis¬ 
factory increase over the previous year. This can be put down to the 
Ghuramoni Yoga festival which was celebrated in November after an 
interval of 25 years. The turnstiles registered a record uttendunee of 
77,703 visitors during the nine days of the festival.

The 
board may, jn such cases, sanction advances up to an amount not 
exceeding 76 per cent, of the value (as assessed by itself) of Buch 
materials, provided that they are of an imperishable nature and that a 
formal agreement (Mde Form No. 19B.F.R.) is drawn up with . the 
contractor "under which the board secures a lien on the materials and 
is safeguarded against losses due to the contractor postponing the 
execution of the work or to the shortage or misuse of the materials and 
against the expense entailed for their proper watch and safe custody. 
Payment bf such advances should be made only on the certificate of 
the District Engineer that the quantities of materials upon which the 
advances are made have actually been brought to site, that the 
contractor has not previously received any advance on that security and 
that the materials arc all required by the contractor for use on items 
of works for which rates for finished work has been agreed upon. The 
District Engineer grunting Buch a certificate will be held personally 
responsible for any overpayment which may occur in consequence.

(h) Cases of honorary contractors under Darjeeling District Board. 

Recoveries of advances so made should not be postponed until the 
whole of the work entrusted to the contractor is completed. They 
should be made from his bills for work done as the materials are used, 
the necessary deduction being made whenever the items of work in 
which they are used are billed for.

In the case of purchase of materials which cannot be immediately 
debited to respective works, an estimate of the same shall be prepared 
and sanctioned in the usual wuy and the cost of materials purchased 
debited to the suspense head “materials purchased.”

44A. The issue of materials to contractors who have contracted for 
completed items of works is generally permissible only when in the 
interest of work or with the object of utilising the existing stocks of 
materials it is desirable to retain in the hands of the board the Bupply of 
materials and a condition to that effect lias bcefi inserted in the contract. 
In that case the contract should specify (11 the materials to be supplied 
by the board for use on the work, (2) the places of delivery, and (3) the 
rateB to be charged to the contractor for each description of material; 
and the contractor should be held responsible for obtaining from the 
board all such materials required for the work and for making payment 
therefor by deduction from his bills at the rates specified regardless of 
fluctuations in the market rates.

by the Central Government. 

(3) The provisions of this Order shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent 
therewith contained in the Petroleum Act, 
1934 (XJCX of 1934) or in the Petroleum 
Rules, 1937,. or in any licence issued there¬ 
under. 

2. Unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, all words and expres¬ 
sions used in this Order and defined in the 
Petroleum Act, 1934 (XXX of 1934), or in 
the rules framed thereunder shall have the 
meaning so assigned to them. 

3. • A distance of not less than one thousand 
feet shall be kept clear— 

(i) between one storage tank and another,

capable of preventing the escape from the 
enclosure of any petroleum in the form of 
liquid whether under the action of fire or 
otherwise. 

* (2) Every such enclosure shall l>e of 

dimensions sufficient to contain— 

(a) if the petroleum stored is dangerous 

petroleum, ten per cent, more than 
the tank is capable of containing, 
and 

(b) if the pelroleum stored is non- 

dangeroUB petroleum, the amount the 
tank is capable of containing. 

(3) No enclosure shall* be deemed to ha 
capable of preventing the escape of petroleum 
ill the form of liquid under the action of fire, 
unless such enclosure consists of citWr— 

(a) an earthen embankment, 

(b) a wall of brick latnked with earth on 

either side to its full height, or 

(c) a wall of stone or reinforced concrete. 

(4) The wall of stone or reinforced concrete 
referred to iu item (c) of sub-clause (3) shall, 
if the storage tank contains dangerous 
petroleum, lie lined on the inner face with a 
fire and heat resisting lining not less than 
three inches thick and composed of foamed 
slag, slag or reinforced concrete blocks, fire¬ 
brick or oilier material approved by the Chief 
Inspector, und all iron and steel used iu the 
construction of reinforced concrete shall lie 
protected by not less than one iucji of concrete. 

(5) When in the opinion of the Conservator

ed with a lock and key and shall be kept 
closed and locked except when it is necessary 
to draw oil water from the enclosure.

(3) At premises where there is more than 
one enclosure surrounding storage tanks or 
storage Bheds an efficient tell-tale shall . be 
maintained in the office of the responsible 
agent or supervisor clearly indicating the 
location of any unclosed valves or other 
openings. 

G. (1) Splinter proof shelters shall be 
provided for all main fire equipment, per¬ 
sonnel employed in fire-fighting and air-raid 
precautions duties, and pump houses. 

(2) The walls nnd roofs of all such shelters 
shall be constructed of either—

Admission of Students—Session 1940-41. 

1. The College teaches up to the B.A. and 
B.Sc. standards of the Calcutta University. 
There is provision for Honours teaching in 
Mathematics for the B.Sc. students and in 
English, Sanskrit and Mathematics for the 
B.A. students. The following combination of 
subjects is permitted : — 

(i) I.A.—English, Bengali and any three 
of the following subjects:—History, 
Logic, Elements of Civics and Econo¬ 
mics, Mathematics, Sanskrit or 
Persian. 

N.B. —Candidates may also take up, if 
• they bo desire, one additional subject 
out of the last named group of five 
subjects, provided they have not 
already taken the subject. The addi¬ 
tional subject so taken shall be con¬ 
sidered as the optional subject under 
rule 8A of the University Regulations 
, for the l.A. Examination. 

(it) I.Sc.—English, Bengali, Mathematics, 
Physics and Chemistry. 

(fit) B.A.—English, Bengali and any two of 
the following subjects: ——Mathe¬ 
matics, History, Economics, Mental 
end Moral Philosophy, Sanskrit or 
Persian. 

(iv ) B.So.—Physics, Chemistry and Mathe¬ 
matics. 


2. Students who seek admission to the 
College must apply in the prescribed Admis¬ 
sion Form which can be had from the College 
office on personal application or by sending a 
stamped cover. A limited number of women 
students is also admitted to the College. 

3. Students who have passed the Univer¬ 
sity Examinations creditably can be admitted 
to the College. Students who come with 
transfer certificates from other colleges can 
only be admitted if their attendance and 
progress in studies at the college where they 
last studied, are considered satisfactory. 
Plucked candidates are required to produce 
the "Admit Card” and the ‘‘Cross List”. 

4. Students who do not reside with parents 
or legal guardians must live in one of the 
College Hostels. Permission to live with local 
guardians can be granted only in exceptional 
cases. 

5. Arrangements have been made to divide 
the students into groups and place them under 
the effective and intimate guardianship of 
their teachers. Any change of address must 
immediately be notified to the College office. 

6. Students must obey the rules aud dis¬ 
cipline of the College including those of the 
College Union. Absence From College 
Examinations . without leave is It breach of 
College discipline. No student can be promot¬ 
ed to a higher class or sfent up for a University 
Examination unless he has appeared at 
College Examinations and lias been regular 
in attendance.

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77- Attendance at games Or organised 
physical exercises under the guidance of the 
Physical Instructor is compulsory. 

8. Hostels.— (t) There are two hostels 
attached to the College—one for the Hindu 
students and another for the -Muslim students. 

(a) The messing charge in the Hindu Hostel is 
Its. 11 per month (including the establishment 
and light charges). In case of a deficit, the 
amount spent in excess is shared equally bv the 
boarders, (b) In the Muhammadan Hostel the 
messing charge iB Bs. 8 per month. In addi¬ 
tion the charges for electric consumption for ■ 
lights are shared equally by the boarders. 

( c) The monthly seat rent is Bs. 2 in both the 
hostels. ( d ) Two of the Btudents belonging to 
the educationally backward classes (i.e.. 
Scheduled Castes) can be given rent-free seats 
in the Hindu Hostel out of a grant received 
from the University of Calcutta, (e) Students 
seeking admission to the hostels should apply 
to the Superintendents personally. The health 
of the boarders has all along been satisfactory. 

(n) Students pay on admission to the hostel 
Bs. 3 as admission fee and Bs. 6 as caution 
money. The caution money is refunded only 
when the hoarder finally -leaves the hostel, 
provided all dueB have been paid. But this 
money shall be forfeited to the hostel fund in 
the case of expulsion from the hostel. Out of 
the income of certain trust funds a few 
stipends are awarded to poor but meritorious 
students residing in the College hostels. 

9. Fees. — (a) Students pay on admission 
to the College an admission fee equal to the 
tuition fee of the class for one month. 

(h) They also pay an annual consolidated 
subscription of Bs. 5 for the College Union, 
vis., Bs. 2 for the Athletic Club, Be. 1 for the 
College Magazine, Be. 1 for ’the Common 
Boom and Be. 1 for other activities of the 
Union. This subscription is payable at the 
> time of admission and subsequently in the 
month of July every year. 

(c) They further pay an annual fee of Be. 1 
as examination charges. 

( d) They also contribute a sum of rupee one 
per year towards the Students’ Aid Fund from 
which poor and needy students get help in 
meeting their tuition fees. This amount is also 
payable in the month of July every year 


(c) Students whose names have not already 
been registered in the University, pay a regia- 
, tration fee of Bs. 2 (and money order commis¬ 
sion of annas 2) as laid down in the University 
Begulations. 

10. (a) Monthly tuition fees are as follows: 
—fpr students of the I.A. Classes Bs. 6; for 
students of the B.A. and I.Sc. Classes Bs. 7; 
and for-students of the B.Sc. Classes Bs. 8. 

(b) All students are also required to make 
a library deposit of Bs. 5 each and the I.Sc. 
students a laboratory -deposit of Bs. 10 each, 
and the B.Sc. students a laboratory deposit of 
Bs. 15 each. The caution money is forfeited 
by Government, if not withdrawn by the 
students within five years of the date of 
deposit, or if he becomes a defaulter us regards 
payment of tuition fees and his name is 
removed from the rolls. 

11. Scholarships .and stipsnds. —Under the 
new scholarship rules a certain number of 
Junior Second Grade Scholarships of Bs. 10 
per month each has been made tenable only at 
the Krishnagnr College. They are awarded by 
the Principal to the meritorious students of the 
first year I.A. and I.Sc. classes of the Erish- 
nagar College who passed their Matriculation 
Examination from recognised schools in the 
district of Nadia. Particulars are given 
below: — 

(a) One general scholarship for students of 

all communities. 

(b) One scholarship reserved for non- 

Muslims other than Scheduled Caste 
students. 

(c) Two scholarships for Muslim students. 

The above awards are made after the pub¬ 
lication of the list of scholarships awarded by 
the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

All senior and junior scholarship-holders 
are given the benefit of free-tuition. 

12. Several free and half-free studentships 
and stipends are available for poor but deserv¬ 
ing students of all communities. Moreover a 
few special stipends are also awarded to 
Muslims and Scheduled Caste students who 
join the Intermediate and Degree classes of 
the Erishnagar College.

Monthly Weather and Crop* Report of Bengal 
for May 1040. 

I. Character of the season. —During the 
month under review, the rainfall was above 
the normal in 9 districts of the province and 
below the average in the rest. The usual 
rainfall statement iB appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 
In the beginning of the month, good rain¬ 
fall was nVeded for cultivation and growth 
of autumn crops, subsequent rainfall facili¬ 
tated field operations and improved the con¬ 
dition of the standing crops to some extent. 

III. State of standng props. —At the out¬ 
set the state of standing crops was not favour¬ 
able, but the condition improved later on. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturns .— 
The prospects of standing crops were, on the 
whole, generally 'good. 


V. Damage to standing Soibe 

damage tu standing crops, for wea/C o if rain, 
was reported from places. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock .— 
The condition of live stock was, on the whole, 
fair. Sporadic cases of cattle-disease were, 
however, reported from 20 districts as* also, 
from the Cooch-Behar and Tripura States.
